JOHNNY Nerr, son of Engineer Neff, was so 
badly scalded that he died a fewghours after 
the accident. 

Of the injured, Engineer Neff is the most 
seriously hurt, being badly scalded and one 
of his arms broken. 

Many of the workmen on the train escaped 
injury by jumping.

The absence of canonading left the air 
clear, and every outline of the magnificent 
ships stood out in luminous silhouette 
against the cloudless sky. The flags ofthe 
different nationalities and even the names 
of the ships were clearly descernible from 
either shore. The fleets were preceded by 
navy yard tugs and patrol steamers whose 
2 it was to keep the course clear. 

The rear was brought up dy four revenue 
cutters. No vessels of any kind were allowed 
to break through this line. The ships steamed 
upthe river untilthe Philadelphia and the 
Blake reached a point opposite Eighty-ninth 
street, when the signal to anchor was given. 
The rear of the double line was opposite West 
Thirty-fourth street and was held by the 
Mintonomah. 

The Dolphin is now anchored off Twenty- 
second street and will remain there until the 
President boards her at 10:30 0’clock to- mor- 
row to review thé ships.

UNVEILING OF THE MONUMENT TO THE GREAT 
NAVAL CONSTRUCTOR. 

New YOrK, April 26.—A tribute of honor to 
the son of another country, whose genius be- 
friended us in the time of need, constituted 
the first formality in the Columbian fetes of 
to-day. While the Columbian fleet was siowly 
waking into lifeinthe harbor this morning, 
on shore the alr was rent with muste of 
bands and preparations were being made to 
unvell the statue of Ericsson. As early as 
7:80 o’clock the members of the New York 
and Brooklyn Swedish singing societies as- 
sembied in Union Square and marched down 
Broadway to the Battery to assist in the un- 
velling of the monument.

A NEWSPAPER FAIR. 


Belgian Journalists’ Unique Exhibition 
of Progress in Periodicals. 


WASHINGTON, D. U., April 26.—A highly in- 
teresting and important international exhi- 
bition will be held in Brussels during the 
coming summer, it’s object deing to display 
the commercial, industrial and scientific 
development of the public press from ancient 
to modern times. 

The exposition has been planned and is 


conducted jointly by the Union of the Belgian 
Periodical Press and the Belgian Club of 
Newspaper Collectors, and a very com- 
plete and an elaborate exhibit will be 
made, which win embrace the entire 
scope and history of journalism. The jour- 
nals collected will be divided into these 
classes: Political, scientific, literary, 
theatrical, society, artists, agricultural, in- 
dustrial, financial, commercial and 
economic, pedagogical andscholarly, sport- 
ing, fashion, legal, comic, philosophical and 
miscellaneous,and a full showing is expected 
to be made in exhibition of these various 
kinds of newspaper publications. 

The exhibits of all these classes will be 
arranged so as to illustrate the progress of 
ofthe press from the sixteenth century to 
the present time in literary and mechanical 
perfection, artistic merit and commercial 
and industrial importance, 

The exhibition will last for two months 
aud will probably be 2 very shortly, 
though the exact date for the opening has 
not yet been fully determined upon. 

The President ofthe Exposition is Lievin 
Coffin, President of the Belgtan Union of the 
Periodical Press, and the general secrétaries 
are J, Chartier and Dr. Edg. Gullot. 

The Belgian journalists have undertaken 
this international exhibition of the progress 
of the press more especially as a com- 
pliment to the memory of the _ first 
Belgian, andas they assert, the first Euro- 
pean publisher of a periodical, Abraham 
Verhoeven, whose Nieuve Tydingen was issued 
at Anvers in 160. In his honor the journal 
of the exhibition will be called L’ Abraham 
Verhoeven, though it willl not De printed as 
the Niewve Tydingen was, in Dutch, but in 
French.

POPULAR AND PARTY SERVICK. 

No specious plea for party interests 
should restrain the defeated candidates of 
either party, who believe that frauds were 
committed in the last city election, from 
insisting upon a thorough investigation of 
the ballot-boxes and the voting lists. In 
uncovering election frauds and other 
crimes a service no less valuable to the 
parties than tothe State is performed. 

The men who are responsible for or have 
committed election rascalities in behalf of 
either party are the worst enemies of that 
party. They are the men who have 
fattened on corrupt bossism at its expense, 
and whose machinations and villainies 
have often caused the defeat of the party 
organization. They have sacrificed both 
the party and the people to further their 
own personal and greedy ends. 

Both the Democratic and Republican 
organizations in St. Louis have been 
wrecked by their disreputable bosses and 
their henchmen. Public confidence in 
them has been destroyed and honest can- 
didates have been dragged to defeat be- 
cause of their tricks and rascalities. It 
would take more punishment than the law 
allows to square the accounts of the parties 
with their bosses and the tools they have 
used. 

An investigation of the election ballots 
and books, which would at least send some 
of the rascals to the penitentiary and teach 
a lesson to others, would confer inestima- 
ble benefit upon the people and the party 
organizations of this city.

THE LESSON OF THE WARSHIPS 
New York harbor will be the scene of a 
magnificent spectacle to-morrow, when 
the crack warships of the greatest nations 
of the earth pass in imposing review before 
the President of the greatest Republic. It 
will be a costly spectacle. These monster 
machines, which obey the will of man as 
if endowed with life, represent an ex- 
penditure of millions of money and years 
of labor and inventive progress. 

Impressive and beautiful as the sight of 
these stately ships will be it is calculated 
to arouse in the minds of thoughtful men 
reflections that are profoundly saddening. 
Is it not a cause of bitter regret and re- 
proach that among the highest achieve- 
ments of modern genius and ad- 
vance in science and mechanical 
arts are perfect death-dealing machines, 
complete and powerful engines of war? 
These steel-coated and gun-mounted ves- 
sels represent hatred, bloody war, unrea- 
son, misery and unrequited toil. They 
stand for the triumph of brute force with 
all the injustice and oppression which it 
may bring forth. They signify the taking 
of the bread from the mouths of the toiling 
poor to cherish selfish pride and ambition, 
or to perpetuate misery-working errors. 
They testify that all the improvement the 
nineteenth century has made over the 
savagery of the dark past is in methods 
and means. 

If the effect of this war engine display is 
to be, as many think, the stirring up of 
the people of the United States to rivalry 
in the building of fighting ships the cent- 
ury of enlightened and progressive liberty 
we have enjoyed has fallen far short 
of ite proper result. We should give the 
world a better example than that of play- 
ing the bully and teach ita better lesson 
than the art of perfecting war instruments. 
We should turn our backs on the armed- 
camp idea and on all the age-encrusted 
wrongs and errors that have sprinkled the 
earth with blood and tearsand are now 
making the people of the Old World groan 

We 
should point the way to peace without 
arms and should show that tesson isa 
better arbiter than the cannofi’s mouth, 
and that justice is more to be desired than 
a triumph of war. It is our part to demon- 
strate that the strength of a nation lies .

Although the facts in the case are meager. 
and unsatisfactory, enough is known of. 
the lynching of the negro at Denmark, 8. 
O., to justify the severest condemnation of 
the State authorities. 

The victim, who was not identified by 
the girl, made his escape, walked to Co- 
lumbia and there placed himself under the 
protection of Gov. Tillman. The Gov- 
ernor sent him back to Denmark in charge 
ofa deputy, and when he arrived an en- 
raged mob took him in hand. It is not yet 
known whether the deputy surrendered 
him by order of the Governor or whether 
he simply yielded to superior force, but 
Tillman afterward telegraphed the mob to 
try the fellow before hanging him. This 
request was honored. He was ‘‘tried,’’ 
Judge Lynch presiding,and then strung up. 

Friends of South Carolina cannot but 
shudder at this recognition of mob law by 
the chief executive of the State. There 
seems to be a determination on the part of 
the rural communities of the South that 
ravishers shall die. In thinly settled 
neighborhoods the protection of the law 
is not always sufficient to prevent outrages 
of this description. The consequence has 
been that the people themselves resort to 
extra legal means which, though not excus- 
able, are susceptible of a very natural expla- 
nation. They look upon a vigilance com- 
mittee as a protection supplementary to 
the law. Butin thie case the negro sur- 
rendered to the officer sworn to see that 
justice was done in a legal and orderly 
manner. There was no doubt that a fair 
trial could have been had. It was the duty 
of the Governor to protect him from the 
mob. Instead of this he seems to have 
joined with the rioters, suspended the law 
and weakly yielded to violence. No more 
amazing example of official unfaithfulness 
was ever seen in America, 

Traducers of the South will not fail to 
make the most of the evident sympathy of 
this guardian of the law with the spirit of 
lawlessness. They will point to the 
Governor’s weakness as confirmation of 
the worst that has been said about the 
lawlessness of the Southern people. 
Nothing could be more harmful to the 
material welfare of South Carolina and 
the whole South than this cowardly con- 
cession to Judge Lynch. The only cor- 
rection is the prompt and emphatic 
repudiation of the act by the best citizens 
of theState, andeven this will do little 
good unless the Governor himself is repu- 
diated by the people when next they have 
a chance to ‘‘get at him’’ at the polls. 


Ir is bad enough that our coffee should be 
adulterated at all, but it is peculiarly exas- 
perating to learn that in some samples there 
is not a single genuine bean.

A RICH STRIKE. 


Doe Run Drills Get Into a Deposit of Ore 
on Flat River. 


BONNE TERRES, Mo., April 26.—An extraord- 
inarily rich strike of lead has been made by 
the Doe Run Land Co. at adepth of about 400 
feet on theirland, about three-fourths of a 
mile south of their present shaft on Flat 
River. At397 feet the drill struck a strata of 
disseminated ore, the first cuttings of which 
were too rich to core. 

A section ofthe first core, made iu inches 
in diameter and 4 inches long, weighed twen- 
ty-two ounces, being almost pure galena. The 
drilling was continued toa depth of 420 feet, 


showing a strata of disseminated ore twenty- 
three feet thick and surpassing in richness, 
so old miners affirm, anything they ever saw 
in the way of disseminated lead ore. Three 
hoies have been drilled, each showing about 
the same quality and thickness of ore. 

Still other drillings are being made with a 
view to thoroughly testing and determinin 
the extent of this deposit, which is believe 
to be one of the most valuable yet discovered 
in this exceptionally rich lead district.

FIXED THB PRICE OF COAL. 
New Yorn, April 26.—The Western and 
Eastern coal agents, after repeated meet - 
ings, have reduced the price 0 cents per ton 
on broken, egg, stové and nut coal. By this 
action the Western agents have fixed the 
Buffallo price per gross ton at . % for 
broken coal and $4.65 for the other sizes. The 
Chicago price is fixed at $5.50 net for broken 
coal per ton and $5.75 for the other sizes. The 
reduction per ton at the mines will be about 
85 cents per ton. The Eastern agents in ses- 
sion recommended the monthly output to be

Caldwell Cannot Attend the St. Louis 
Meeting. 


GUTTENBURG INTENDS OPPOSING MOR- 
RIS PARK AND SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 


The Great Starter Is Bound to the Outlaw 
Track bya Two-Years’ Contract—Ar- 
rivals at the Fair Grounds—Morning 
Trialse—Garfield’s Reopening— General 
Sporting News. 


The St. Louis Jockey Club officials have 
heard nothing definite yet from Starter Jas. 
F. Caldwell regarding the report from New 
York that the Hudson County Jockey Club 
officials had notified sim that they would re- 
quire his services, not only a week next 
month between the closing down of Eliza- 
beth and the opening of Brooklyn, but also 
from June itoJuly 1, when they intend to 
race at North Bergen in opposition to Morris 
Park and Sheepshead Bay. If this is correct, 
and there is noreason to doubt its authentic- 
ity, Caldwell will not be able to fulfill 
his contract with the St. Louis 
Club and handle the fag during 
the springand summer meeting at the Fair 
Grounds. Caldwell was signed dy the St. 
Louis Club several months ago, but the Hud- 
som County Jockey Club has a contract with 
him which was executed two years ago. This 
contract calls for Caldwell’s services at 
North Bergen until the end of the present 
year. Heis paid at the rate of $25,000 per 
annum. It the North Bergen managers call 
upon him to stay and officiate at Guttenburg 
during the dates mentioned, he certainly 
will have to do so, and the Fair Grounds will 
have to get along without him. Whether the 
North Bergen magnates will also hold on to 
Judge Burke and deprive the st. Louis 
meeting of his services remains to 


be seen. It is not thought that Burke has 
the same kind of acontract with the Gutten- 
burg magnates as Caldwell has and if he 
prefers to come here he will do so. 

President Wells of the St. Louis Jockey 
Club, when seen in reference to the matter 
this ‘morning, said that he knew nothing 
about it beyond what he had seen printed in 
the newspapers. 

Jam not prepared to go on record in re- 
gard tothe matter, said Mr. Wells, until 
I hear from Caldwell directly. He will surely 
communicate with me if he has anything im- 
portant to state. I expect he will wire me 
immediately if he finds tbat it will be impos- 
sible for him to come West.

Mackerdish Hackadoorian Locked Up to 
Await the Inquest on His Brother. 


Mackerdish HacKadoorian, a native of 
Sepastia, Armenia, % locked up in the Four 
Courts calaboose awaiting the Coronor’s in- 
quest on the remains of his brother 
George, who died in the former’s 
room, No. 48 of the McClean Building, 
last night about 8 o’clock. The deceased was,
